Crime Decrease +

Here Noted in
Judge’s Report

A noticeable decrease in _'mom
serious crimes here during the
past month led Judge John Shid-
ler to suggest to the city coun-
cil in-his July report that the
1941-42 budget for court income
“be reduced to $10,000 if this
has been set tentatively at §12,-
000.” Shidler reported the city
court received $869 from fines
and fees during July.

Nineteen civil cases were filed,
18 of them being <mall claims
which netted the court $22 in
filing fees. There were 73 park-
ing violations which resultcd in
fines of §81 being collected.
Shidler noted that *“it is my
opinion- that parking violations
have reached their peak and that
citations because of this offense
will drop oft.”

His report noted 22 drunks
who paid $200.50 and he said:
“There seems to have been a
slight increase in the number of
drunk cases inasmuch as in the
prior 20- (h\' pericd there were iy
only six.” Thirty-four drunk
drivers appeared in court, re-
sulting in collection of $384.50
and the judge says: “Your court
has never fined less than §60 for)
this offense nor has it falled to
take the driver's license from
the criminal and forward it to
Sacramento.”
